GENERAL STRIKE DECLARED 
BY SPANISH SYNDICALISTS 


Workers Move Toward Revolution, 
After Burial of Four Bomb- 
ing Victims. 

By the Assoetated Press. 

ZARAGOZA, Spain, March 28. — 
Syndicalists today declared a revo- 
lutionary general strike. The dec- 
laration came shortly after a great 
popular demonstration as four vic- 
tims of bombings which occurred 
Monday and yesterday were buried. 


Several suspects were arrested. 
Socialists threw their support to 
the syndicalists. 

The syndicalists are the extrem- 
ist political party composed mainly 
of workers who late last year or- 
ganized a widespread rebellion 
which was put down with the 
deaths of scores of persons. 

In Granada an unidentified group 
raised a Fascist flag over a statue 
of Christopher Columbus in cen- 
tral Columbus boulevard. The syn- 
dicalist announcement was made 
within a few hours after the na- 
tional Cabinet in Madrid re-cstab- 
lished the death penalty for bomb- 
ing, armed assault and sabotage 
against public works,

Alfons Adolph Enabled Tourists to 
Write Friends, “Wish You

The man who made it possible for 
vacationists to send picture post- 
cards to friends back home scrib- 
bled with such expressions as 
“Wish you were here” and “X 
marks my room” died today.

With a special 
press he printed the first card in 
1879 and it was followed by world 
popularity.

Commenting on the news from 
White Plains, N. Y., that Victor 
J. Miller had been legally declared 
incompetent, friends of the former 
Mayor said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that many incidents 
in his last administration, which 


seemed strange and inexplicable at 
the time, will now be understood. 

The fact is that for three years 
the Mayor’s close friends and ad- 
visers believed the state of his 
health was incompatible with the 
discharge of the important duties 
of his office, which often called 
for quick and sound decisions. 

Always there was strong hope in 
the little circle that he would “snap 
out” of his ailment, his variable 
condition giving strength at times 
to their hopes. This circle protect- 
ed the Mayor closely in those try- 
ing days, often making important 
decisions for him, or postponing 
decisions when he was not up to 
them. They sometimes advised him 
to leave town for a complete rest 
when nothing else could be done. 

Finally, near the close of his sec- 
ond four-year term, when he was 
undecided whether to seek renomi- 
nation, there was a “showdown” 
and the little circle in friendly but 
frank terms told the Mayor that 
politically he was “through.” 

Advisers Picked His Secretary. 

How the Mayor’s advisers decid- 
ed it was essential to select Jules 
R. Field as the Mayor’s secretary 
in 1929 to handle the delicate sit- 
vation was told to the Post-Dispatch 
by Isaac A. Hedges, manager of 
the Cupples Station properties, who 
was Miller’s campaign chairman in 
1929. 

“Shortly after the election of Mil- 
ler to succeed himself in the spring 
of 1929 he had a breakdown, and 
was away for the entire summer,” 
said Hedges. “It was apparent to 
those of us who surrounded him 


and knew — _ —* sons, mdi- 
tion. was % 


I took counsel with a number of 
his friends who had been with me 
in the campaign, notably his former 
law partner, Clarence Case; Carli 
G. Stifel, William R. Orthwein, 
Richard and William Gruner and 
Lon W. Harlow. 

“We felt that it was essential 
to have a man of force and char- 
acter, who understood the situation 
thoroughly, as secretary to the 
Mayor. As Mr. Nicholas L. Mes- 
ton, former secretary, had been 
made Supply Commissioner, we in- 
duced Mayor Miller to appoint Mr. 
Field, then an Associate City Coun- 
selor. He held this office for three 
years until he retired in 1932 to 
enter the practice of law, and was 
succeeded by Thomas F. Muldoon, 
who was also an Associate City 
Counselor ‘and who carried on ably 
during the balance of Mr. Miller’s 
administration. 

“It was greatly to the credit of 

Mr. Field and Mr. Muldoon, aided 
by the Mayor’s excellent Cabinet 
and law office, that the city was 
able to carry on without a ripple 
on the surface. The outstanding 
accomplishment of Mr. Field was 
his original suggestion of the Citi- 
zens’ Relief Committee in the 
spring of 1930, which was formed 
on an absolutely non-political ba- 
sis, and was first headed by Birch 
Mahaffey, wh succeeded later 
on by Tom K. Smith. 
“In the spring of 1932, when it 
became apparent local relief funds 
would fall far short of supplying 
money necessary to carry out local 
relief work, the plan was sugrest- 
ed that the Crisis Campaign Com- 
mittee be formed, and raised, as 
everyone knows, $1,200,000, which 
was twice as much as the original 
goal of $600,000. The promotion 
work in this is almost entirely due 
to Mr. Field and the citizens of St. 
Louis should know this.” 

Secretary Tells of Situation. 
When a reporter sought Field for 
his recollections of the hectic days 
in the Mayor’s office, the former 
secretary, who was Miller’s mana- 
ger during the campaign for re-elec- 
tion in 1929, was reluctant to dis- 
cuss them. 

“If it had not been for the action 
of the court at White Plains, I 
could see no reason for any discus- 
sion of the matter at all,” said 
Field. “But since a guardian has 
been appointed, bringing the May- 
or’s condition to public notice, some 
explanation of the administration 
seemingly is in order. 

“The first indication of the May- 
or’s approaching illness was during 
the 1929 campaign when his ad- 
visers began to notice that he was 
having trouble with his speech. He 
showed difficulty in pronouncing 
words and his diction was unrelia- 
ble. 

“For this reason, it was decided 
it would be a wiser policy to keep 
him off the radio, where faulty dic- 
tion, is, of course, more noticeable.

SENATE DEBATE 
‘BEGINS ON VETO 
OF PAY INGREASES 


Powerful Veterans’ Wing 
Hopes to Override Presi- 
‘dent’s Wishes as House 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
Senate today debated President 
Roosevelt's veto of the Veterans- 
Federal Pay Bill with factional 
leaders predicting a close vote on 
a motion to override, The bill would 
add $228,000,000 to the budget for 
ex-soldiers and Federal pay. 

A two-thirds majority of those 
answering the roll call is required 
to pass the independent offices bill 


over the veto, Tite House yesterday 
overrode the veto by a 310 to 72 
vote. 

Administration leaders, w h o 
worked until midnight marshaling 
their fullest strength, looked for a 
narrow margin victory for the Pres- 
ident, but Republicans expected to 
vote almost solidly to override. 

Galleries Crowded. 

Galleries overflowed with specta- 
tors including Government em- 
ployes and several American Le- 
gion and Spanish War veterans’ 
representatives. 

Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth 
and many Senators’ wives sat in 
the private gallery. 

Senator Cutting, New Mexico's 
Republican independent and a vet- 
erans’ leader who supported Roose- 
velt for the presidency, began the 
}\debate with -a plea to override the 
veto 


Cutting Attacks Veto. 

“It has been apparent since the 
economy act was passed,” he said, 
“that justice for the disabled ex- 
service men could be obtained only 
by a two-thirds vote in both houses. 
This is the test vote. None of the 
other votes is going to be of any 
account in the future. The pro 
ceedings to date might be called a 
sparring for position. 

“The Senate has gone on record 
so many times at this session that 
it is perfectly apparent what the 
beliefs of individual members are. 
I think every veteran in the land 
knows perfectly well that if mem- 
bers of the Senate follow the con- 
victions of their previous votes they 
will vote at the present time to 
override the veto.” 

Cutting said he wanted to except 
from his statement Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, who had made it 
plain he opposed both the House 
and Senate veterans’ amendments. 

“But I don’t believe another 
member of the Senate can justify 
his previous votes with a vote to 
sustain the veto,” Cutting added. 

The Senator expressed hope he 
would not be accused of partisan 
politics in opposing the President, 
asserting he had supported as many 
Democrats as Republicans during 
his 25 years in politics. 

He also recalled he had supported 
the election of President Roosevelt, 
adding: 

“I have no apologies to offer for 
that position. I would do so again, 
if I had the chance. I hope to 
maintain in the future the personal 
friendship with the President which 
has been my privilege for the past 
40 years.” 

Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colo., 
intervened to say that “President 
Roosevelt's leadership is not in- 
volved” in the issue. 

“As chief executive he is doing 
his duty as he sees it,” Costigan 
added. “As Senators we are called 
on to do our duty as we see it.” ~ 

Cutting agreed with Costigan and 
added he realized a President did 
not have time to study all the de- 
tails involved in the message.

Dr. Kelley asked him for directions 
to the place whert the child was, 
and was told the caller was not 
sufficiently familiar with the terri- 
tory to give directions, that he 
would call again. 

He called back within 15 min- 
utes, and gave Dr. Kelley direc- 
tions to a house on Oleta drive, in 
Davis place, Clayton. 

“He said the child had been vuper- 
ated upon by a Dr. Ballinger in 
Chicago two weeks before,” Dr. 
Kelley testified. “I knew two Dr. 
Ballingers, one of them dead at 
that time. The other I had met the 
very winter before the kidnaping.”

Docter Is Cross Examined. 


Defense Attorney Rome Jr., be- 
ginning cross-examination of Dr.

“No,” the physician said; “first I 
had a blindfold, I believe it was a 
handkerchief; later a sack, then 
goggles with the lens blocked out 
with adhesive tape. 

“Il was first blindfolded when I 
left the place, which I believe was 
north and west of Remley’s Mar- 
ket. When they searched me, and 
took my belongings, they removed 
at my request the blindfold, to 
make me more comfortable, and 
equipped me with the goggles. I 
was told that under no circum 
stances should I go out without the 
goggles .when I was instructed to 
wear them.” 

“IT was on the bed in my room in 
the darkness, as dark as they could 
make it, and Rosegrant passed by 
the doorway leading to my room.

two or three times.” To a question, 
the witness said the doorway was 
of ordinary size. 

Dr. Kelley admitted, in reply to 
other questions, that the view he 
got was a side view. He said the 
man wore no mustache, “as far 
as I could see in the light.” He 
said he looked at Rosegrant in a 
police shadow-box the day that he 
inspected the Johfson house in St. 
Charles County. 

“I identified him in my own 
mind,” he said, “but said nothing to 
anyone.” 

“Well, when did you see Rose- 
grant?” the prisoner's lawyer de- 
manded. 

“I saw him,” said Dr. Kelley, “at 
the time I wrote the first ransom 
note, for $250,000. In the room, I 
was allowed to take my goggles off. 
Ostensibly I could not see or be 
seen. It’ was at the first place I 
stopped.” 

Asked as to the means of light- 
ing the room, whether electricity, 
gas or oil, the witness said, “I'can't 
tell; I couldn’t see the means of 
lighting, but I dimly remember 
hearing a switch turned on to 
illuminate the room I was in.”

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Rowe asked whether Dr. Kelley 
had stated that he was not positive 
of Rosegrant’s identity, and could 
not identify him. Dr. Kelley re- 
fused to answer, and the lawyer 
rephrased the question. 

“Did you state to anyone,” he 
asked, “that you were not positive 
as to Angelo Rosegrant and 
couldn’t identify him?” The Court 
required an answer, and Dr. Kelley 
said: 


“I never made any statement one 
way or the other to anyone entitled 
to an answer. If I have been asked 
questions by persons when I con- 
sidered it none of their concern, I 
may answer anything.” To an- 
other question, he added, “I never 
discussed the identification with 
anyone.” 

Then Dr. Kelley was asked about 
his identification of the house of 
the Negro Johnson, near the Mis- 
souri River, as the place of his 
captivity. 

“When I first iooked at the 
house,” he said, “I told the officers 
I wasn’t sure. I changed my opin- 
ion when I was told that changes 
had been made in and about the 
premises after the time I was there. 
The identification was then com- 
plete. The Prosecuting Attorney, 
at my suggestion, asked as to the 
changes in the stairway, the attic 
and the exterior, at a conference 
with the Negro who owned the 
place. There then became no ques- 
tion of doubt that it was the place.” 

To a question about the first ran- 
som note, Dr. Kelley replied that 
he wrote it on the afternoon follow- 
ing the second night of his captiv- 
ity. ⸗ 

Rosegrant sat shaking his head, 
and at times smiling, during this 
part of the testimony. 

Testimony of Orthwein. 


Orthwein, a witness at the after- 
noon session, identified himself as 
a dealer in real estate and mort- 
gages and a resident of Central 
Township. He said he was Dr. Kel- 
ley’s brother-in-law, that they had 
married sisters. 


“On the night of April 4, 1931,” 
he said in answer to questions, “we 
had a party in the main dining 
room of the Coronado. It was Mrs. 
Kelley's birthday. Among those 
present were Dr. and Mrs. Kelley, 
Mrs. Orthwein, Mr. and Mrs. Wer- 
ner and Mr. and Mrs. Bixby. I 
don’t recall who else was present.” 

“Did you see there any of the 
defendants in this case?” he was 
asked. “Yes, I saw Mrs. Muench. 
She was pointed out to me by mem- 
bers of the party. I saw her con- 
tinuously during that evening.” 

‘Did you note anything unusual 
in her demeanor?” “She seemed’ to 
display more than usual interest 
in what was going on in our par- 


“Was she dancing?” “Yes, 
and off during the evening.” 

“Who was her partner?” “A 
man who greatly resembled An- 
géelo Rosegrant.” 

On cross-examination Orthwein 
conceded that he remembered no 
one else he saw that night outside 
of his party, but added that Mrs. 
Muench was pointed out as a per- 
son known to several of the wom- 
en in the Kelley party. 

Tells of Notes. 

Orthwein also told of receiving a 
telephone call while Dr. Kelley was 
in the hands of kidnapers, which 
directed him to go to a mail box on 


on 


using the telephone. This was 
about 10 p. m., she said. She re- 
plied to inquiries that she did not 
know who the persons using the 
telephone were, and did not learn 
whom they were calling, or hear 
what was said. 

“The road around the place had 
been freshly oiled,” she said. 

Deputies on Stand. 

The State closed its case with the 
testimony of Randell Meyer, Dep- 
uty Constable of St. Ferdinand 
Township, who told briefly of find- 
ing Dr. Kelley’s abandoned auto- 
mobile in Jennings the day after 
the kidnaping and of noting that 
its carpet was oil-stained; and 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Arnold AWill- 
mann, who made formal! identifica- 
tion of the photograph of Felix 
McDonald, which Dr. Kelley had 
identified as that of one of the 
kidnapers. 

Attorney Rowe then offered in 
evidence the file of the case, in- 
cluding the record of the proceed- 
ings in which Mrs. Muench was ad- 
mitted to $50,000 bail, and also a 
copy of the Post-Dispatch of Feb. 
7, in which was published Fiedler’s 
version of the kidnaping. Rowe 
read the first few paragraphs of 
the news story aloud, apparently 
by way of identification of the 
exhibit. 

At the conclusion of the testi- 
mony, Wolfe spoke in anticipation 
of an attack by Rosegrant’s lawyer 
on the character of Fiedler. 

“No matter what assault is made 
on his character,” he said, “Fiedler 
is corroborated in detail here.” 

Argument by Rowe. 

Rowe then argued that the State 
had not shown that the proof was 
evident or the presumption great 
against Rosegrant, and that for this 
reason, and because the penalty for 
kidnaping ranges as low as 5 years’ 
impfisonment, bail should be grant- 
ed. He said another defendant in 
the case, Mrs. Muench, had been 
admitted to bail “on the same story,” 
and he protested against “making 
fish of one and fowl of another.” 

‘The testimony here,” Rowe said, 
“is that of a man who sold his 
story for $1000. Your Honor prob- 
ably knows the character of this 
man as well as anyone, and knows 
he is not worthy of belief. Yet the 
whole case hinges on his testi- 
mony.” 

Wolfe replied, expressing regret 
that the State could not “select” 
those who are to be its witnesses, 
but stating that there was other 
} substantial testimony besides Fied- 
ler’s. “Dr. Kelley,” he said, “points 
to Angelo Rosegrant, and says, 
‘There is the man.’ A woman tells 
of the telephone call on the night 
of the kidnaping. A deputy con- 
stable tells of the oily prints of the 
auto. Dr. Kelley identifies McDon- 
ald. The whole story is linked and 
thoroughly corroborated. If the 
proof is not evident and presump- 
tion is not great, the State would 
be at a loss to present convicting 
proof against any felon.” 

Judge McElhinney then  an- 
nounced his decision, denying bail. 
After conferring briefly with his 
lawyer, Rosegrant was escorted 
back to jail, holding a handker- 
chief before his face as a shield 
from photographers. 


State Outlines Ite Case Against 
t. 


The hearing began with an out- 
line of the State’s case 
Rosegrant by Associate Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Wolfe. His sta ent 
was followed closely by the 
tors in the courtroom, who took up 
all the seats and stood near the 
door. 

Application for a writ of habeas 
corpus, such as was sought today, 
is a usual tactic in well defended 
criminal cases, and has the effect, 
beyond the possible release of the 
defendant on bgfl, of forcing the 
prosecution to reveal much of its 
evidence in advance of the trial. 

Rosegrant,.a husky six-footer, sat 
behind his attorney. He was care- 
fully attired in a brown suit, white 
shirt and brown tie and shoes. His 
sleek 


black hair was neatly part- 
ed, his mustache carefully

M. Zeppenfeld, also was in court. 

Among others sitting in the en- 
closure were Dr. Kelley, Mrs. Wil- 
liam D. Orthwein Jr., his sister-in- 
law; the wives of McDonald and 
Davit, and Thomas J. O’Meara, one 
of Mrs. Muench’s bondsmen. 


Fiedler Takes Stand. 


At the conclusion of Wolfe’s 
statement, Fiedler was called as the 
State’s first witness. 

Fiedler’s bulky form appeared in 
the doorway as his name was 
called, two Deputy Sheriffs behind 
him. Moving cumberously to the 
witness stand, he sat down and ran 
one hand through his hair, then sat 
at attention with one hand on each 
knee. 

No identifying questions were 
asked of Fiedler except his name 
and his place of residence, which 
he said was St. Louis County. Then, 
in response to questions of Asso- 
ciate Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe, 
he testified in a husky voice. 


“In April, 1931,” he said, “I was 
running a place of amusement, the 
Arcade County Club, on Olive 
Street road, at the present site of 
Remley’s Market. I had an indoor 
golf course and other games.” 

He was then asked as to his ac- 
quaintance with the defendants in 
the kidnaping case. “I knew Fran- 
cis Felix McDonald,” he _ replied, 
“Thomas Hays, Angelo Rosegrant 
and Bart Davit.” 

“Did you know Mrs. Nellie 
Muench?” “I did.” 

“Do you see Rosegrant here?” 
Fiedler pointed out the defendant, 
who was gazing directly at him. 

Answering further questions, 
Fiedler said: “Conferences about 
burglaries and kidnapings were 
held at my place.” 

“Who were present?” 
those.” 

“Was Rosegrant there?” “Rose- 
grant, Davit, McDonald. Mrs. 
Muench and Hays, and some others, 
met there at different times. 


Heard Talk of HKidnaping. 


“I heard, on certain occasions,” 
Fiedler went on, “discussions as 
to the kidnaping of Dr. L. D. Kelley. 
I heard this during April, and the 
discussions continued around a 
couple of other people, and includ- 
ing Dr. Kelley, and finally some- 
body brought it down to Kelley. 
Rosegrant was there.” 

“Did they say why they wanted 
to kidnap Dr. Kelley?” Fiedler was 
asked. “Sure,” he replied, “to get 
some money. They wanted $200, 
000 to start with, and decided on 
$100,000 later. 

“The matter was first discussed 
about one month before Dr. Kelley 
was taken. They worked out the 
details then. They decided who 
they should take, who should take 
him, where they would hide him 
and how they would collect the 


“Oh, all 


ransom. 
“Were the details worked out in 
your estabishment?” “Yes, it was 
decided that Davit and McDonald 
would take him to a place in St. 
Charles County where he would be 
held, The place was owned by a 
colored fellow named Johnson.” 
“Did you know Johnson before?” 
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ald and Davit—to tell him to get 
their automobiles out of his yard. 
The yard, he said, had been freshly 
oiled and graveled, a point signifi- 
cant because traces of oil and grav- 
el were found in Dr. Kelley’s car 
after it had been abandoned. 

“The next time I heard from Mc 
Donald and Davit,” Fiedler contin- 
ued, “was a few days later. They 
said they had’ to turn Dr. Kelley 
back. They said they had to give 
him up—there was too much heat 
and too much pressure and. they 
had to turn him over to Rogers of 
the Post-Dispatch.” 


Cross-Examination. 


That ended Fiedler’s direct exam- 


ination, during which he had 
looked directly at Prosecutor Wolfe. 
When defense attorney Rowe be— 
gan to cross-examine, he turned 
and gazed fixedly out the window. 

Fiedler said he was 40 years old, 
that he lived in Kirkwood, and had 
been a resident of the county for 10 
years. Before that, he said, he had 
lived at 3654 Park avenue, in St. 
Louis, and had been superintend- 
ent of transportation for a grocery 
chain. He related that after mov- 
ing to the county he was elected a 
Justice of the Peace in Maplewood 
and served four years, after which 
he opened his recreation hall on 
Olive Street road. 

Questioned about the circum- 
stances under which he had given 
his story to the Post-Dispatch, 
Fiedler said he went to the home 
of John T. Rogers, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter whom he knew, and told 
Rogers that he wanted to tell the 
story and needed money. Rogers, 
he said, referred him to his office, 
where the transaction was com- 
pleted. He said he had been paid 
$1000 and was uncertain whether 
he was to receive more. Asked 
whether he had been promised 
more if convictions resulted from 
his story, he said he had not heard 
any such promise. 

Fiedler freely admitted in an- 
swer to Rowe's questioning that he 
had “sat in at all this talk of kid- 
naping people.” Rowe asked him 
why he finally had decided to tell 
his story of the kidnaping to the 
Post-Dispatch. Fiedler replied that 
he “had his own reasons” and that 
in addition he was broke. He con- 
ceded that the need for money 
might have had some bearing on 
his determination to give his ver- 
sion of the abduction, but added 
that there were other reasons which 
he did not care to . 

Rowe ascertained from Fiedler 
that he had never been convicted 
of crime, but had been charged 
with, and acquitted of perjury 
That was in 1930, when Fiedler 
was engaged in a political quarrel 
with Prosecuting Attorney Fred 
Mueller, now a Circuit Judge. Fied- 
ler’s indictment was based on 
charges he made against Mueller.

Dr. Isaac D. Kelley kidnaping case. 
Opposing bail, he gave a brief but 
dramatic outline of the State’s case 
against Rosegrant, one of six in- 
dicted persons. 

Wolfe began speaking before 
a crowded courtroom as soon as 
court had convened at 9:40 o'clock. 
He first took notice of two conten- 
tions made by the defense in de- 
manding Rosegrant’s release on a 
writ of habeas corpus, 

“The first,” he \said, “i that kid- 
maping for ransom is not a capital 
offense. I take it the Court has 
judicial knowledge that the statute 
provides the death penalty for kid- 
naping for ransom so that the 
State need not deal further with 
this contention. . 

“The second point of the defense 
is that as to Rosegrant the proof 
is not evident, nor the presumption 
great. We propose to show that 
the proof is evident, and the pre- 
sumption great. 

“To outline the case briefly, the 
State will show that Rosegrant, Nel- 
lie Tipton Muench, Bart Davit and 
Tommy Wilders met in secret at 
Adolph Fiedler’s recreation parlor 
several times prior to the kidnap- 
ing, and that in these meetings they 
concocted the plan to abduct Dr. 
Kelley, discussed their procedure 
and talked over the amount of ran- 
som to be demanded. 

“We shall show that prior to the 
kidnaping, Dr. Kelley and a group 
of his family and friends were at 
the Coronado Hotel at a birthday 
party. This was on April 4. They 
had a table reserved. On the dance 
floor that night, we shall show, 
were Nellie Tipton Muench and 
Rosegrant. 

“We shall show that Mrs. 
Muench and Rosegrant passed the 
table at which Dr. Kelley was 
séated several times, and paid par- 
ticular attention to the people 
there. 

Plausible Lure Decided On. 

“The State will show further 
that Dr. Kelley was lured from his 
home by a telephone call, that the 
call was placed from the real es 
tate office of Harry Clack, adjoin- 
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by Mrs. Muench. We 

that two calls were made the 

of the kidnaping to Dr. Kelley, 

one to Mrs. Muench, to get 
mame of the physician. Fiedler 
will testify to this, with corrobo- 
ration. 

“The night of April 20, 1931, Dr. 
Kelley left his home about 10: 
answering a professional call to 
Davis place (on the southern 

of Clayton). He had been told 
the kidnapers that he would be 
there. He saw a light in a house 
and as he stopped a car pulled up 
behind his machine. 

“A man came running from the 
car, jumped in beside Dr. Kelley 
and told him to drive as directed, 
The State will show that this man 
was Felix McDonald (Jefferson 
City convict who is also under in- 
dictment in the case). 

Says Kelley Saw 

“Dr. Kelley was held during the 
next eight days in several places. 
We shall show that in one of these 
he saw through an aperture that 
Angelo Rosegrant was one of his 
captors. Fiedler will testify, too, 
that he got telephone calis from 
Rosegrant in which Rosegrant told 
of placing ransom notes for the 
kidnapers. 

“Finally, Dr. Kelley was released 
on the early morning of April 28, 
1931, to John T. Rogers, a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. Having shown 
all these facts we feel we shall have 
established our contention that 
against Rosegrant the proof is evi- 
dent and the presumption great.”

“At the suggestion of Col. Hedges 
and the others he mentions, the de- 
j partment heads were told that in 
view of the Mayor’s illness they 
should disregard any orders com- 
ing from him and operate their de- 
partments to the best of their abil- 
ity. . That they did a good job, all 
things considered, is evidenced by 
the fact that the $87,000,000 bond 
issue program was practically com- 
pleted during Miller’s second admin- 
istration with a minimum of ex- 
travagance. 

“As far as the Mayor’s public ap- 
pearances were concerned, we 
managed to take care of that. I 
made lots of the speeches at con- 
ventions and dinners, and Tom 
Muldoon, who succeeded me as sec- 
retary in 1932, and Harry Richards 
in the condemnation section of the 
Law Department and a number of 
others helped on that phase of it. 

“In the summer time the Mayor 
went to the ball game every after- 
noon and, of course, as he was an 
enthusiastic baseball fan, every- 
thing was all right. 

“When 1930 came around, the city 
was facing a crisis in the local re- 
lief situation and the Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment was formed,and BirchO., Ma- 
haffey, president of the Silurian Oil 
Co., put at the head. Capt. dahaf- 
fey got the work relief program 
under way and the next year Tom 
K. Smith, president of Boytmen’s 
National Bank, was named chair- 
man, and did so well that he was 
awarded a prize as St. Louis’ most 
valuable citizen for 1931. 


1930 Political Campaign. 


“The political campaign of 1930 
came along and the Mayor had us 
all guessing. He suggested -trat 
Jack Grosse, then City Register 
and one of his most loyal support- 
ers, file for License Collector. and 
that Harry Richards file for Pros- 
ecuting Attorney. When the pri- 
mary election came around in Au- 
gust, Grosse had withdrawn be- 
cause Miller had, for some unknown 
reason, withdrawn his support, and 
Richards, although he had the in- 
dorsement of the Bar Association, 
was beaten by Police Judge Harry 
P. Rosecan,,who apparently had 
also been promised support by 
Miller. 

“Il carried on through 1931 and 
1932 and early in 1932 I decided 
that I wanted to resume the pri- 
vate practice of law, so I resigned 
and Tom Muldoon was appointed 
the Mayor’s secretary in my place. 

“I should like to have it empha- 
sized that I thought Victor J. Mil- 
ler, before his illness, a remarkably 
able and intelligent man. I didn’t 
support him in his first campaign 
and told him so when he was first 
elected in 1925, but in spite of 
that he kept me in the city law 
department and later on made me 
his secretary.” 

Field sought the Republican nom- 
ination for President of the Board 
of Aldermen in March, 1931, oppos- 
ing the incumbent, Walter J. G. 
Neun. Although Field had Miller's 
support, Neun raised the issue of 
the likelihood of having the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
composed of the Mayor, Comptrol- 
ler and President of the Aldermen, 
controlled by Miller through Field's 
election.

SMOKE REGULATION BILL 


Measure Creates a New Depart- 
ment With 20 Inspectors and 
Appropriates $50,000.

A plea@ant surprise awaits St.

Outstanding in the structure, di- 
mensions and facilities of which 
surprise the visitor, is the music 
hall. Recently the scaffolding 
which has obscured it was removed 


and its full beauty and size have 

become apparent. It possesses a 

rich, simple charm of design and 

decoration, with gray and gold dom- 

inating. 
Seats Being Installed. 

The wine-red plush seats are be- 
ing installed this week. They are 
exceedingly comfortable. The or- 
chestra or lower floor will accom- 
modate 1770 persons. The large 
balcony, with space for 1793, is di- 
vided into sections. Along its en- 
tire front are 20 boxes, which will 
have chairs for 108 persons—“the 
golden horseshoe” of St. Louis for 
opera and concerts. Immediately 
behind this are two rows of seats 
called the mezzanine, back of which 
is a section to be called the “dress 
circle,” equivalent to the ordinary 
balcony. The upper tier, part of 
the same structural unit, will be 
termed the balcony. 

It is 164 feet from the back seat 


Dressing Booms for 679. 

The large and cheery dressing 

rooms for the main stage and the 
four small assembly hall stages to- 
gether will accommodate 679 per- 
sons. The stage door is on the 
Fifteenth street side of the build- 
ing. 
Workmen in yellow oilskins are 
usy the Bedford stone ex- 
terior walls with steam to have ihe 
auditorium spic and span for ded- 
ication. Started in July, 1932, the 
building is expected. to be done, ex- 
cept for a few minor details, by the 
time of the dedication ceremony 
April.14. The cornerstone was laid 
Armistice day, 1932. A $5,000,000 
bond item of 1923, augmented by a 
$137,000 PWA grant, paid for the 
site, facing the south side of Mar- 
ket street, between Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets, and for construc- 
tion and equipment. 

After the general ceremony of 
dedication, which many thousands 
of St. Louisans and visitors are ex- 
pected to attend, the first event in 
the building will be the evening of 
April 14 At that time Louis La 
Beaume, one of the architect mem- 
bers of the Plaza Commission, in 
general charge of construction, will 
preside at a meeting in the music 
hall of the hundreds of workmen 
who created this new community 
center. 

The parting comment of one visi- 
tor yesterday was: “I wonder what 
the ancient Greeks and Romans, 
with their amphitheaters, would 
think of us, with all these beauti- 
ful modern halls?” 


Parade of 4000 in Connection With 
Auditorium’s Dedication. 

Plans for a parade of military, 

fraternal and business organizations 


of the balcony tothe stage, but, 
vision is good and the angle down- 
ward is not too sharp.

Eleva- 
tors will carry patrons to the lower 
aisle of the “balcony” unit. 

Eighty-two different schedules of 
prices have been worked out for 
the music hall by William F. Cronk, 
treasurer of the auditorium. They 
range from a gross revenue for the 
house of less than $2000 to $14,000, 
starting with all seats at 50 cents 
up to a $5 top scale. This is for 
the guidance of attractions renting 
the place. 

Beehtve of Activity. 

The huge stage is a beehive of 
activity. Fourteen miles of light 
cables have been strung from its 
gridiron to handle the maze of light- 
ing equipment and scenery. The 
massive soundproof curtains on 
each side of the stage are frequent- 
ly raised and lowered in testing. 
One faces the music hall and one 
faces the arena, which, when fin- 
ished, will accommodate 12,061 per- 
sons. Unless additional funds ‘are 
voted in the bond issue of May 15, 
the arena portion and 27 adajacent 
committee rooms cannot be com- 
pleted. It would be possible to use 
the stage for either hall or to throw 
them both together by raising both 
curtains. | 

Preparations are under way to 
utilize the 114x186-foot arena floor 
for overflow exhibits in the “St. 
Louis on Parade” industrial exposi- 
tion to be held during the dedica- 
tion period, April 14 to 28. An elec- 
trically lighted fountain is to be 
set up there as part of the tempo- 
rary display. 

On the ground floor is the ex- 
tensive exhibition room, whose 4000 
square feet of floor space has been 
completely taken for the exposition. 
Its walls, pillars and ceiling are 
painted a bright but restful deep 
cream color, set off by strong 
lights in modernistic fixtures. 

Assembly Halis Completed. 

The four assembly halls are virt- 
ually completed. They match in 
walnut-colored woodwork, but have 
varying tints of gray plastering. It 
is apparent that they will lend 
themselves admirably to small con- 
ventions, entertainments, dances and 
thé like. They are served by en- 
trances and elevators detached from 
the faellities of the music hall. 

The contract for sound transmit- 
ting and amplification equipment 
was awarded by the Board of Pub- 
lic Service to the Graybar Electric 
Co. yesterday. The bid was $19,167.

The Municipal Auditorium 
Commission erday leased this 
and other reshment concessions 
throughout the building on a per 
centage basis to the Arena Conces- 
sions Co., which operates similar 
concessions at The Arena, 5700 
Oakland avenue, and the Municipal 
Theatér.

President 
Roosevelt relies more on Garner’s 
appraisal of sentiment in Congress 
than upon the judgment of other 
Democratic leaders, and consults 
him about it oftener.

Explorer Takes Off for Shack, 
123 Miles Beyond Base 
of Polar Expedition.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 


March 28 (via Mackay Radio). — 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd put 
the final touches today on a little 
shack where he will spend eight 
months alone with a battery of 
thermometers. 

In this tiny portable house at an 
advance base 123 miles south of 
Little America, he plans to study 
Antarctic meteorological conditions 
until the end of October. 


“I hope no one will make any- 
thing of what I am about to do. 
I am making no sacrifice of any 
kind,” said Byrd as he left here by 
airplane for the shack. 

He urged the 55 men at Little 
America not to become concerned 
should his radio fail. After all, he 
smiled, “I am not a radio operator, 
so the radio will probably fail.” 

In his absence, the men at Lit- 
tle America will be under command 
of Dr. Thomas C. Poulter, scientist. 

Soon, with the house sunk below 
the snow surface, snow will cover 
all but the wireless antenna, the 
spinning anemometer cups and 
the silver weather vane. 

In this southernmost meteorolog- 
ical station, Byrd plans to make a 
complete record of polar weather. 

Food and fuel tunnels will con- 
nect with the single door in the 
shack, leading to supplies for the 
long stay.

URGED BEFORE HOUSE GROUP 


Spokesman for 22 Manufacturers 
Asks for Reduction in 
Federal Levy.

300,000 AS CWA 
LETS QUT $20,000 


A. F. L. Reports 11,374,- 
000 Jobless in February, 
Factory Gains. Too Small 
to ‘Take Up Slack.

WASHINGTON, March 28. — 
More than 350,000 persons went 


back to wrk in industry during 
February, leaving 11,374,000 unem- 
ployed in industry at the end of 
the month, dccording to estimates 
released for publication today by 
the American Fé@@eration of Labor. 

The federation report asserts that 
these figures are significant in two 
ways: First, they show that indus- 
try employment has not increased 
rapidly enough to absorb those laid 
off by the CWA. During February 
920,000 persons were dropped from 
CWA, while industrial employment 
increased by only 350,000. Second- 
ly, the figures show the first gain 
in employment in the month of 
February since depression began. 

The report continues: “This year 
the gain was almost entirely in 
manufacturing industries, where 
360,000 went back to work. There 
were slight gains also in wholesale 
trade (10,000) and hotels (10,000) 
and in some other industries, but 
50,000 were laid off in building. In 
manufacturing the ‘heavy’ or pro- 
ducers-goods industries showed con- 
siderable employment gains. The 
fact- that men are going back to 
work in these industries, where un- 
employment has been particularly 
serious, is significant: iron and 
steel, machinery, lumber, building 
materials, automobiles, railroad car 
shops. Consumer goods industries 
also reported substantial employ- 
ment gains: cotton goods, clothing, 
shoes, rubber tires, cigars and cig- 
arettes.” 

The report states that trade union 
figures show 22.6 per cent of the 
membership unemployed in Janu- 
ary, 22 per cent in February and 
21.4 per cent in the first part of 
March. 

“Trade union unemployment fig- 
ures,” the report proceeds, “Show 
that these gains are continuing in 
March, both in ‘heavy’ and _  con- 
sumer industries: employment of 
union members increased in heavy 
industries — building and metal 
trades, on the railroads and _ in 
building materials, industries, and 
also in the consumer industries — 
clothing and textiles. 

“These zains indicate that ac- 
cumulated buying power is taking 
effect. The record of workers’ in- 
come gains for February, however, 
is not so bright. Payrolis in indus- 
try as a whole increased by ap- 
proximately $100,000,000, but this 
gain was almost entirely offset by 
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a decline of $80,000,000 in CWA pay- 
rolls during the munth. The total 
gain in workers’ buying power in 
dollars was only 1 per cent, and 
since cost of living increased 3 per 
cent during the month, workers’ to- 
tal effective buying power actually 
declined. 

“According to our estimates work- 
ers’ total buying power in February 
was $2,520,900,000 of which $186,- 
000,000,900 was from Government 
work and $2,334,000,000 from indus- 
try. This compares with $2,495,500,- 
000 in January and $1,855,000,000 in 
February last year. 

“Those without work in industry 
numbered 11,374,000 in February; at 
the end of the month, 3,516,000 still 
had work in CWA, PWA and CCC 
and 7,858,000 were entirely without 
jobs.” 


Textile Report Shows 11 Per Cent 
Gain in Employment. 

NEW YORK, March 28.—A sur- 
vey of the National Federation of 
Textiles, Inc., for the silk textile 
industry, shows an increase in em- 
ployment, wages and loom opera- 
tion and a decrease in hours of la- 
bor per employe per week. 

The survey covered some 800 
manufacturers of silk textiles. 

The basis of comparison was data 
for the week ending July 1, 1933, 
immediately prior to the presiden- 
tial agreement, and the week end-

From the budding green of Richwoods Township, 
Jersey County, Ill., comes word that a farmer'in the 
rugged Sugar Creek locality has harvested a crop 
of 28 gallons of maple syrup from 75 trees. Encour- 
aged by the profitable return, this agricultural pio 
neer announces that next spring he will tap 300 trees, 
and that between now and then he will cut out a 
number of other varieties to give his maples every 
opportunity to produce the aromatic and tasty sap 
to their heart’s content.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S VETO. 
In his first veto of a major piece of legislation, 
President, it seems to us, is on such solid ground that 
only election-year hysteria can explain the House 
action in overriding the veto. # ~ 
A year ago the National Economy Act was 
and to quote the President, “For the first time in 
many years, the recurring annua] expenses for the 
maintenance of the Government were brought within 
the current revenues of the Government.” It was ob 
vious then, and events have borne it out, that the 
job of upholding the principles of the Economy Act 
would be a continuing one. Congress, especially in 
election years, is notoriously susceptible to pressure 
for squandering the public funds. The act which Mr. 
Roosevelt vetoed carried increased allowances for 
Government workers and for war veterans which 
would have exceeded the budget by $228,000,000. No 
provision was made for increased taxes to pay for 
this vast outlay. Congress simply went on a vote 
catching spree. 
As to restoring the pay of Government workers, 
we believe it should be done as soon as possible, if 
for nothing else, as an example to business. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s reasons for not doing so now are cogent. 
As to the World War veterans whose claims for 
compensation have been duly heard and specifically 
disallowed, the President has reiterated the great 
principle of the Economy Act, that only those who 
have been disabled as a result of war service are en- 
titled to Government support. To be sure that none 
of the disallowed cases involves injustice, the Presi- 
dent has ordered appeals to be heard in every one of 
them. Pending the outcome of these appeals, the men 
will be restored to the rolls on a 75 per cent basis. 
What could be fairer than that? While maintaining 
the principle of the Economy Act in the case of the 
Spanish-American War veterans, the President is tak- 
ing the same action. He is restoring doubtful cases 
to the rolls on a 75 per cent basis until final deter- 
mination can be had. 
The veto, we trust, will be supported in the Senate, 
thus ending the current effort to disturb the national 
credit and restore a vicious pension principle. 
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CALL FOR A PSYCHIATRIST. 
An appalling waste of natural gas in the Panhandle 
field of Texas is reported by the Texas Weekly. Of 
four trillion cubic feet of gas produced, three tril- 
lion have peen permitted to go to waste. To reduce 
this astronomical figure to an understandable basis, 
the wasted gas would have heated Texas homes and 
cooked Texas meals for 77 years, at the present rate 
of consumption. The wastage is a result of the “sour 
gas” law, permitting natural gas to be blown into 
the air after it has been stripped of its gasoline con 
tent. Gas well owners claim they cannot reap a 
financial return from their wells except by this strip- 
ping process. 
We call attention to this situation to illustrate the 
daffiness of our civilization. To the City of St. Louis, 
hardly habitable during the winter because of the 
smoke pall from soft coal, cheap natura) gas would 
be a godsend. Yet in Texas it is being blown to the 
winds, irrevocably lost. For what purpose? To ob- 
tain a balf-gallon of gasoline per thousand cubic feet 
of gas. And the trouble with the gasoline business 
is that it is cursed with over-production! 
It all just does not make sense. 
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MORE FORESTS FOR THE OZARKS. 
Missourians who so long advocated in vain the 
establishment of a national] forest in the Ozarks must 
find the news from Washington music in their ears. 

Two new reserves were created this week, bringing 
the total to six and the amount of land to be under 
Federal supervision to approximately 2,000,000 acres. 
The new units lie in the two rows of counties near- 
est the Arkansas line, the Gardner Forest in Doug- 
las, Howell and Ozark counties, and the Wappapul- 
lo Forest in Wayne, Carter and Butler counties. Re- 
spectively, these units will consist of 223,000 and 
246,000 acres. At the same time, the National Forest 
Reservation Commission authorized the new reserves, 
it increased the four previously established, the Clark, 
Gasconade and Fristoe units each being approxi- 
mately doubled in size. 

If this cause lacked for influential champions in 
years past, it has been widely supported in recent 
months. City organizations have joined with rural 
groups. Various members of the Missouri congres- 
sional delegation, notably Senator Clark and Repre- 
sentative Cochran, have worked for it. And there isa 
lesson in it for the Missouri Legislature. The speed 
with which the Government has acted once the un- 
reasonable State statute was removed, makes it plain 
that Missouri alone is to blame for the fact that the 
Ozarks have had no national forests until now. 
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AN ATTACK ON CORPORATION BONUSES. 

In the country’s self-examination after the depres- 
sidn, enormous bonus payments to corporation execu- 
tives have been found to be one of the answers to the 
question, What is wrong with our business system? 
Amazement and horror have greeted the revelations 
by congressional committees and prying stockholders, 
and the attendant publicity has served to bring the 
practice into disrepute. Something more drastic than 
that is being done about it, however, as concerns at 
least one firm. 

Civil war raged within the Stewart-Warner Cor- 
poration recently. The rebels won, and the old order 
went out. The corporation, with nep executives in 
charge, now has sued four of the former officers for 
the return of more than $1,000,000 in alleged excess 
bonuses.

The Economy of Bedlam . 


O more pertinent thing has been said, 
N none that strikes more deeply into the 

roots of our current difficulties, than 
Senator Borah’s protest against “a policy of 
destruction, of restraint upon initiative, up- 
on energy and upon production.” 

The notion that we are devastated by 
over-production and that the road of pros- 
perity is to produce less of everything has 
assumed the proportions of a mass delu- 
sion. We have the Government reducing 
agricultural production. We have the NRA 
codes tolerating or approving all manner of 
schemes to produce less manufactured goods, 
We have the administration as a whole, the 
Congress and the A. F, of L, all possessed 
of the idea that the way to remedy unem- 
ployment is to keep reducing hours of work. 
This is the economy of bedlam. 

The delusion got its start in a real case 
of over-production, It seems to be reason- 
ably clear that, taking the world as a 
whole, too much wheat was being produced 
in the United States. That is to say, the 
world’s demand for wheat could be supplied 
more cheaply by farmers in other countries 
working newer and cheaper land, and there 
was, therefore, a substantial argument for 
assisting the wheat farmers to cut down 
their production and convert their lands to 
other uses.

Yet it has taken hold of the popular mind 
and of officialdom. There is a general pop- 
ular sentiment that unless production is cut 
down, we shall have ever-increasing unem- 
ployment and ever-diminishing profits. With 
this opinion prevailing, everybody comes to 
think that the way to increase his own “pur- 
chasing power” is to produce less so that 
he may have less to sell so that he may sell 
at a higher price.

By this path, we have got to our present 
policy, where the AAA is trying to raise the 


prices of the things the farmer sells, the 


NRA is raising the prices of the things the 
manufacturer sells. Each group of farmers, 
manufacturers, workers has become imbued 
with the idea that if they can charge more 
for their product, they will have more pur- 
chasing power. It might work if they were 
the only fellows practicing this policy. But 
if everybody practices it at once, the result 
is a tendency to cancel out everybody's gains, 

What the farmers have gained by the 


AAA they have in considerable degree lost in . 


the higher prices of NRA. The higher 
‘wages of NRA are counterbalanced by the 
higher cost of living produced by AAA and 
NRA. The increased employment brought 
about by the codes is counterbalanced by 
decreased employment, due to decreased de- 
mand of consumers faced with higher prices, 

The result of the artificial and essentially 
monopolistic method of price-raising would 
be even more paralyzing than it is were it 
not for the fact that the

should not be having as much recovery as 
we are having. And it is a reasonably safe 
prophecy that, if the artificial and monopol- 
istic price policies are not abandoned, we 
shall come into another stalemate, like that 
of September and October, which will be 
overcome only by another dose of monetary 
inflation. 

Between the monetary policy of the ad- 
ministration, on the one hand, and its price 
and labor policies under NRA and in some 
measure AAA, on the other hand, there is 
a destructive contradiction. The monetary 
policy, under which I include both the re- 
valuation of the dollar and the inflationary 
expenditures, really tends to produce recov- 
ery. For it reduces fixed charges in rela- 
tion to prices in the open market, increases 
profits and stimulates enterprise; it puts 
idle money to work, thus making a real net 
addition to the effective demand for goods 
and labor; by these means, jt stimulates 
production. 
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To it we owe all the recovery we have, 
over and above what little we would have 
had anyway had we not adopted it. How 
little that would have been we can see by 
looking at France, Holland, Switzerland, 
where such a policy hag not been adopted. 
That we owe the bulk of our recovery to 
it can be seen by the fact that we have had 
just about the same amount of recovery as 
the countries of the sterling bloc, which 
have revalued their currencies, but have 
had no general policy such as NRA. 

The price-fixing policies of NRA and AAA, 

on the other hand, work contrary to the 
monetary policy. They raise costs ahead 
or profits, thus discouraging enterprise; they 
raise prices without increasing production, 
in fact, by decreasing it, so that the real 
net income of the community tends to fall. 
It becomes more difficult to sell and there- 
fore more difficult to produce and therefore 
more difficult to revive business and em- 
ployment. 
F The monetary policy strikes at the root 
of the depression and is bringing about the 
cure.

Spokesman Tells ‘Senate Com- | 


mittee Labor Plan Is Im- 
practicable, Destructive.

WASHINGTON, March’ 28.—A 
spokesman for the ‘National Pub- 
lishers’ Association today described 
the Wagner labor bill as “imprac- 
ticable and destructive.” : 

Guy L. Harrington, representing 
200 periodicals and magazines, gave 
his views to the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee on the legislation intended 
to outlaw employer-dominated com- 
pany unions. 

He contended the bill would in- 
crease labor disputes. Asserting 
the publishing industry requires 
continuous production, Harrington 
said the bill would retard and de- 
stroy confidence. 

He added there was need of a 
national labor board to arbitrate 
disputes, but urged that it be con- 
stituted to ward off influence from 
industry, labor or politics. 

Louis B. Ward, business counsel 
of Detroit, said the Labor Depart- 
ment should encourage the organi- 
zation of unions within industries, 
declaring that ccmpany unions are 
“a delusion and a srare.” Ward 
expressed the view that slavery was 
abolished because free competitive 
labor was cheaper for industry and 
that there must be a redistribution 
of wealth if capitalism is to sur- 
vive.

A resolution deploring any policy 
tending to restrict professional and 
scientific freedom of responsible 
heads of the Health and Hospital] 
departments, and decrying any in- 
terference “with the careful selec- 


|tion, power of appointment and dis- 


charge of employes guaranteed to 
the heads of these departments by 
the laws, charter and ordinances,” 
was adopted by the St. Louis Medi- 
cal Society last night. 


While the medical society was 
acting, an advisory committee of

The committee meeting was at- 
tended by Director of Public Wel- 
fare Darst, who requested Dr. Zen- 
tay’s resignation recently, praising 
his professional efficiency, but 
stating he had not obtained co-op- 
eration and loyalty, and by Health 
Commissioner Bredeck, who had 
said that Dr. Zentay’s removal was 
“like losing my right hand.”

How Appliances Are Soild. 

Public Utility Appliance Corpora- 
tion, purchasing merchandise and 
appliances sold by Associated Gas 
subsidiaries. The commission said 
the subsidiary utilities paid the 
costs of selling the merchandise or 
appliances received a commission of 
2% per cent for the bookkeeping, 
and the profit from the sales went 
to the appliance corporation. The 
two Missouri utilities have discon- 
tinued appliance sales, the commis- 
sion said. The commission declared 
a practice by which merchandise 
sale profits went to the holding 
company, while the operating utili- 
ties assumed the selling costs, “can 
only be condemned.”

DOCTORS DISCUSS HAY FEVER 
AND METHODS OF TREATMENT 


Speakers From Washington U. 
School of Medicine Address 
Medical Society. 
A discussion of allergy and meth- 
ods of treatment of hay fever and 
bronchial asthma was held last 
night at a meeting of the St. Louis 
Medical Society. 
Dr. J. J. Bronfenbrenner defined 
allergy as the reaction produced in 
the body when foreign substances 
of biologic origin are introduced. 
He explained that injection into the 
blood stream of lipoids, protein mat- 
ter found in milk and egg whites, 
produced a “condition of tolerance” 
similar to the immunity to certain 
diseases resulting from use of 
serums and vaccines. 
Nasal symptoms of hay fever 
were described by Dr. F. K. Hansel, 
who outlined the method of treat- 
ment by injection of minute quan- 
tities of pollen or other substances 
known to cause the disease. 
Practices in combating bronchial 
asthma were explained by Dr. 
Charles Eyermann. He warned 
that patients should not mistake a 
temporary cessation of symptoms 
as a complete recovery. All three 
speakers are members of the Wash- 
ington University -medical school 
faculty.
